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Health Law Is a Mirage for Some 


Obamacare’s foes 
hinder promise of 
coverage across U.S. 


Washington 


Three years, two elections, and one 
Supreme Court decision after Pres- 
ident Barack Obama signed the 
Affordable Care Act, its promise of 
health care for the uninsured may 
be delayed or undercut in much of 
the country because of entrenched 
opposition from many Republican 
state leaders. 

In half the states, mainly led 
by Democrats, officials are racing 
deadlines to connect uninsured 
residents to coverage now only 
months away. In others it’s as if 
“Obamacare” — signed Mar. 23, 
2010 — had never passed. 


Affordable Care Act’s Target Markets 


The government sees three main groups of potential customers for the 
new insurance, said Gary Cohen, head of the Center for Consumer Information 
and Insurance Oversight. There's the “active sick and worried,” people who 

are uninsured or have pre-existing medical conditions. Under the Law, insurers 
will no Longer be able to turn the sick away. There's the healthy and young. 
“They feel invincible, they don't feel a need for health insurance,” Cohen said. 
Finally, there's the passive and unengaged. “For these people, a significant 
education effort needs to happen,” he said. To keep premiums affordable, 

the government will need to sign up Lots of people from the last two groups 

to balance those in poor health. Public outreach will begin in earnest this 


summer and early fall. (AP) 


Make no mistake, the federal 
government will step in and cre- 
ate new insurance markets in the 
26 mostly red states declining to 
run their own. Just like the state- 
run markets in mostly Democrat- 
ic-led states, the feds will start 
signing up customers Oct. 1 for 


coverage effective Jan. 1. But they 
need a broad cross-section of peo- 
ple, or else the pool will be stuck 
with what the government calls 
the “sick and worried” — the cost- 
liest patients. 

Insurance markets, or exchang- 
es, are one prong of Obama’s law, 


providing subsidized private cov- 
erage for middle-class households 
who currently can’t get their own. 
The other major piece is a Medic- 
aid expansion to serve more low- 
income people. And at least 13 
states have already indicated they 
will not agree to that. 

“Tt could look like two or three 
different countries,” said Rob- 
ert Blendon, a Harvard School of 
Public Health professor who stud- 
ies public opinion on health care. 
“The political culture of a state is 
going to play an important role in 
getting millions of people to vol- 
untarily sign up.” 

The Congressional Budget 
Office predicts a slow start over- 
all, with only 7 million gaining cov- 
erage through the exchanges next 
year, rising to 24 million in 2016.

Government Funding 
Bill Passes the House

Moving on two fronts, the GOP-con- 
trolled House on Thursday voted to 
keep the government running for 
the next six months while pushing 
through a tea-party-flavored budget 
for next year that would shrink the 
government by another $4.6 trillion 
over the next decade. 

The spending authorization 
on its way to the White House for 
President Barack Obama’s signa- 
ture leaves in place $85 billion 
in spending cuts to the Pentagon 
and domestic agencies. The result 
will be temporary furloughs for 
hundreds of thousands of federal 
workers and contractors over the 
next six months and interrupted, 


slower or halted services and aid 
for many Americans. 

The nonbinding GOP budget 
plan for 2014 and beyond calls 
for a balanced budget in 10 years’ 
time and sharp cuts to safety-net 
programs for the poor and other 
domestic programs. 

Thursday’s developments dem- 
onstrated the split nature of this 
year’s budget debate. Competing 
nonbinding budget measures by 
each party provide platforms for 
political principles; at the same 
time Capitol Hill leaders forged 
a bipartisan deal on carrying out 
the government’s core responsibil- 
ities, in this case providing money 
for agencies, preventing a govern- 
ment shutdown.

Reid: Background Checks in Gun Bill 


Lawmaker says he 
hopes senators can 
strike compromise

Gun-control legislation that the 
Senate debates next month will 
include an expansion of federal 
background checks for firearms 
buyers, Majority Leader Harry 
Reid said Thursday in a victory 
for advocates of gun restrictions. 

The announcement underscores 
that Democrats intend to take an 
aggressive approach in the effort 
to broaden the checks, current- 
ly required only for transactions 
involving federally licensed fire- 
arms dealers. 

President Barack Obama and 
many gun-control supporters in 
and out of Congress consider an 
expansion of the system to private 
gun sales to be the most effective

response lawmakers could take in 
the wake of the Newtown, Conn., 
massacre. The system is designed 
to keep guns from criminals, peo- 
ple with serious mental problems 
and others considered potentially 
dangerous. 

Opponents including the 
National Rifle Association say 
background checks are easily side- 
stepped by criminals and threat- 
en creation of a government file 
on gun owners — which is illegal 
under federal law. 

Reid said that during Congress’ 


upcoming two-week break, he 
hopes senators will strike a bipar- 
tisan compromise on broadening 
background checks. But without a 
deal, he indicated the gun bill would 
include a stricter version approved 
this month by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee expanding the system 
to virtually all private gun transac- 
tions with few exceptions. 

“I want to be clear: In order to 
be effective, any bill that passes the 
Senate must include background 
checks,” Reid said in a written 
statement.

Pediatricians: Allow Gay Marriage 


The nation’s most influential pedi- 
atrician’s group says gays should 
be allowed to marry to help ensure 
the health and well-being of their 
children. 

The American Academy of Pedi- 
atrics’ new policy, published online 
Thursday, cites research showing 
that the parents’ sexual orientation 
has no effect on a child’s develop- 
ment. Kids fare just as well in gay 
or straight families when they are 
nurturing and financially and emo- 
tionally stable, the academy says. 

The academy believes that 
a two-parent marriage is best 
equipped to provide that kind of 
environment. Their policy says 
that ifa child has two gay parents 


who choose to marry, “it is in the 
best interests of their children that 
legal and social institutions allow 
and support them to do so.” 


The number of U.S. children who are 
being raised by gay parents— many 
of themin states that don’t allow 
gays to marry, according to reports 
that the American Academy of Pedi- 
atrics cited inits new statement that 
says gays should be allowed to marry 


The academy announced its 
position Thursday. Officials with 
the group said they wanted to make 
the academy’s views known before 
two gay marriage cases are con- 
sidered by the U.S. Supreme Court

Obama Urges Israeli Compromise 


President: It’s crucial 
to reverse undertow 
of global isolation 


Jerusalem 


President Barack Obama delivered 
an impassioned appeal Thursday 
for Israel to recognize that compro- 
mise will be necessary to achieve 
lasting security and to take steps 
to reverse an “undertow” of inter- 
national isolation that is worsened 
by its failure to make peace with the 
Palestinians. 

Obama declared anew that 
Israeli expansion of housing set- 
tlements in disputed territory only 
hinders chances for fruitful nego- 
tiations with the Palestinians, but 
he did not say as he has in the past 
that they must be halted. 

Reminding an audience of Israe- 
li university students that the Unit- 
ed States is their country’s best 
friend and most important ally, 
Obama said the U.S. will never back 
down on its commitment to Israel’s 
defense, particularly against threats 
such as the one posed by Iran and

Top Sunni Muslim Preacher Killed 


Beirut 


A suicide bombing tore through a 
mosque in the Syrian capital Thurs- 
day, killing a top Sunni Muslim 
preacher and longtime supporter 
of President Bashar Assad along 
with at least 13 other people. 

The assassination of Sheikh 
Mohammad Said Ramadan al-Buti 
removes one of the few remaining 
pillars of support for the Alawite 
leader among the majority sect that 
has risen up against him. 

The powerful explosion struck 
as al-Buti, an 84-year-old cleric and 
religious scholar who appeared 
often on TV, was giving a religious 
lesson in the Eman Mosque in the 
central Mazraa district of Damas- 
cus, according to state TV.

Acease-fire between Syria 

and Israel is threatened by Syria’s 
civil war, as fighting along a line be- 
tween the countries undermines the 
United Nations’ ability to monitor 
terms of the truce, according to U.N.

Suicide bombings blamed on 
Islamic extremists fighting with 
the rebels have become common 
in Syria’s 2-year-old civil war. 

But Thursday’s explosion 
marked the first time a suicide 
bomber detonated his explosives 
inside a mosque. 

Syrian TV footage showed 
wounded people and bodies with 
severed limbs on the blood-stained 
floor and, later, bodies covered in 
white body bags lined up in rows. 
Sirens wailed through the capital 
as ambulances rushed to the scene 
of the explosion, which was sealed 
off by the military. 

In recent months, Syrian TV 
has carried al-Buti’s sermon from 
mosques in Damascus live every 
week.

O’Donnell has popped out of 
various stops just to explore what’s 
nearby (which is one of the reasons 
she’s looking forward to the open- 
ing of the Silver Line). Over the next 
few months, she’ll be seeking out 
cherry blossoms beyond the Tidal 
Basin and touring embassy open 
houses through Cultural Tourism 
DC’s Passport DC program. 

Not having to worry about 
maneuvering in city traffic or 
finding a place to park means that 
whenever O’Donnell finds out about 
an event, she can head over there 
on a whim. Or, she can read about 
a photo scavenger hunt in Express 
and knock it out in about the same 
amount of time that William Henry 
Harrison spent as POTUS.

Transit Hub: Off the Rails? 


Metro may pass on 
center that engineers 
call unsafe, unusable 


Silver Spring 


Metro could walk away from the 
troubled Silver Spring Transit Cen- 
ter if it isn’t satisfied with repairs 
Montgomery County, Md., will have 
to make to the $112 million bus- 
and-train hub, an agency spokes- 
man said Wednesday. 

Metro was supposed to assume 
control of the three-level structure 
at least two years ago. But an engi- 
neering report released Tuesday 
found the facility unusable and 
unsafe in its current condition, 
plagued by design and construc- 
tion errors that led to cracked, inad- 
equately strengthened concrete. 

The opening, delayed several 
times, has been postponed indef- 
initely, as officials devise a plan to 
address the problems. 


The opening of the Silver Spring Transit 
Center has been delayed indefinitely. 


“Tf the facility is not safe or there 
are issues regarding its long-term 
maintainability, we have the right 
to not accept it,” said Dan Stessel, 
Metro’s chief spokesman and direc- 
tor of communications. 

The report, commissioned by 
the county from KCE Structur- 
al Engineers, found that contrac-

tors, led by Parsons Brinckerhoff 
and Foulger-Pratt, did not follow 
Metro design criteria specified in 
the contract. Among the omissions, 
according to consultants, were fail- 
ure to follow proper time and tem- 
perature requirements for “curing,” 
or hardening the concrete after it 
was poured, and to adequately pro- 
tect it from corrosion. 

Persistent cracking led the coun- 
ty to hire KCE, which took more 
than 70 concrete samples from the 
transit center. Tests showed that 
concrete supplied by Facchina, a 
LaPlata company, had an average 
strength of 6,970 pounds per square 
inch. The contract called for 8,000 
pounds per square inch. The con- 
crete was also not thick enough at 
various locations. 

KCE said that, as currently 
constructed, the building’s use- 
ful life span is less than the 50 
years provided for by the contract.

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Man Fatally Shot Near L St. Club 


Witnesses report 
argument before 
gunfire downtown 


Washington 


Early Thursday, just two months 
after the Ascot was reopened as club 
Balletto in the wake of a multimil- 
lion-dollar makeover, a man police 
believe had been a patron was shot 
and killed in a silver BMW parked 
within steps of its front door. 
Police said they’re investigat- 
ing whether the gunfire was the 
result of a dispute inside the club 


that spilled to the sidewalk after 
the 2 a.m. closing. 

The shooting at 17th and L 
streets NW comes as police are 
reorienting their deployment to 
deal with the challenge that comes 
with D.C’s burgeoning night scene. 

It also shows how violence asso- 
ciated with closing times is not lim- 
ited to clubs along U Street and in 
Adams Morgan and more tradi- 
tional areas. 

Among those in attendance at 
Balletto were a Redskins running 
back, who said on Twitter that he 
left before the shooting, and a New 
York Giants linebacker. Baltimore 


Ravens wide receiver Torrey Smith 
has canceled a scheduled appear- 
ance there for Saturday because of 
the shooting. 

D.C. Police Chief Cathy Lanier 
has not yet invoked her emergen- 
cy powers to shut Balletto for up to 
four days. Lanier used that power 
at other clubs 15 times in 2012 and 
twice so far this year to help slow 
club-associated violence. 

Authorities said that witnesses 
told them the victim had been to 
Balletto before the shooting, but 
detectives were reviewing surveil- 
lance video to confirm the accounts. 

Lt. Robert Alder, commander of 


the homicide squad, said police do 
not yet know a motive for the shoot- 
ing. But he said the club manager 
and its valet reported two groups of 
people arguing and pushing outside 
the door before a man with a gun 
walked up to the BMW and fired. 

The driver, Paul Aime Tanoh 
Danzo, 24, of Laurel, Md., was 
killed, police said. He was hit at 
least once in the head, they said. 

Police said the shooter escaped 
in another BMW, this one black 
with chrome wheels, which police 
were searching for Thursday.

National Zoo a Get yt Digs 


Overhaul of exhibit 
cost $56M and took 
7 years to complete 


Washington 


A 1930s-era elephant house that 
drew a rebuke in 2006 from an ani- 
mal rights group has been trans- 
formed into a wide-open new ele- 
phant community center at the 
Smithsonian’s National Zoo. 

On Saturday, the zoo will open 
its new “Elephant Trails” area to 
the public, following a $56 million 
overhaul completed over the past 
seven years. It’s a major expan- 
sion of living space for the zoo’s 
three endangered Asian elephants, 
65-year-old Ambika, 38-year-old 
Shanthi and the 11-year-old male, 


Kandula. 

It is among the largest expan- 
sions and overhauls of an exhibit 
in the zoo’s history. 

Now elephants can roam free- 
ly in and out of two buildings with 


the addition ofa new elephant barn. 
Concrete floors have been replaced 
with mostly sand and rubber to 
provide a more natural habitat and 
help ease the strain on the massive 
animals’ joints.

A larger outdoor space includes 
a walking trail for exercise stretch- 
ing a third ofa mile uphill through 
the zoo where visitors can see the 
elephants outside of their building. 
The young male Kandula now waits 
at the trail gate, roaring impatiently 
when he’s ready for a stroll. 

There are fewer than 40,000 
Asian elephants in the wild, and 
their habitat is shrinking. New 
exhibits feature facts about con- 
servation, their digestive systems 
and how they communicate. 

Marie Galloway, the elephant 
manager who has worked at the 
National Zoo for 26 years, said 
she thought the new facility would 
never happen. “When I look back 
at the pictures of what it used to 
look like, it’s just such a tremen- 
dous difference.”

Hoyas Upset Over Past 


Georgetown trying 
to break its trend of 
losing in 1st weekend 


Since reaching the 2007 Final 
Four, Georgetown’s NCAA tour- 
nament history is littered with dis- 
appointment. Its loss last year in 
the third round to N.C. State was 
the fourth-straight first-weekend 
exit for the Hoyas. In that span, 
they have a 2-4 record, with three 
of those defeats coming as a top- 
three seed. 


This season, the Hoyas (25- 
6) are in a familiar spot. They’re 
a No. 2 seed with high expecta- 
tions, starting with Friday night’s 
South region game in Philadel- 
phia against No. 15 seed Florida 
Gulf Coast. 

Junior guard Markel Starks, the 
Hoyas’ second-leading scorer, is 
using the previous pain to ensure 
the past doesn’t repeat itself with 
this season’s squad. 

“ve never lost that feeling,” 
said Starks, who has gone through 
two early exits. “I did promise 
myself that if we were to be in this 
situation again, we wouldn’t be in 
here with sad faces.” 

That will require dispatch- 
ing the Atlantic Sun champion 
Eagles (24-10), then either No. 7 
San Diego State or No. 10 Okla- 
homa on Sunday. 

“We’re the quote-unquote top 
dog in the tournament right now. 
We're the two seed,” Starks said. 
“We’re going to bring it to them.

Bus 

The 7Y, 11Y, 13F, 13G, 16F, H1, 
L1, N3, P1, V7, V9, X1 and 52 
Metrobus routes stop within a 
half-mile of the blossoms. 


Bike 
The following Capital 
Bikeshare locations are 


within walking distance of 
the blossoms: Jefferson 
Memorial; Ohio Drive and 
West Basin Drive SW (MLK 
and FDR memorials); Lincoln 
Memorial; Jefferson Drive 
and 14th Street SW; and 12th 
Street and Independence 
Avenue SW (USDA).

The blooming of D.C.’s cherry trees is rivaled only by snowstorms in its 
ability to turn brains to pudding. Strange urges manifest, like a sudden desire 
to publicly propose marriage, or a need to hoard toilet paper. Everyone forgets 
how to drive their cars — and bikes, Segways, mobility scooters and strollers. 
In all that ruckus, the many charms of the Tidal Basin are easily lost. Behold,

Japanese Stone Lantern 
Disregard the ignominious origins of this 
362-year-old Lantern: It was made to honor 
a shogun who wanted to kick Christians 
out of Japan. It arrived here in 1954, a gift 
marking the opening of U.S.-Japanese 
trade relations 100 years before. The 
lantern is lit once a year, for the National 
Cherry Blossom Festival; see it on April 7 
from 2:30 to 4 p.m. 


Martin Luther King Jr. 
Memorial 

The $120 million monument is the first on 
the Mall dedicated to an African-American 
individual. For the best view, approach the 
Mountain of Despair, two towering rock 
formations, from the ranger station. The 
spot has an eerie connection to the cherry 
trees around it: Average peak bloom is 
April 4, the date King was assassinated in 
1968. Nps.gov/mlkm. 


John Ericsson Memorial 
The monument to the inventor of the 
Monitor (the Union ironclad that kicked 
the Confederate Merrimack’s butt during 
the Civil War) boasts what might be the 
District's only outdoor statue of a Viking. 
Ericsson, who also perfected the screw 
propeller, was Swedish, you see. The 
monument flaunts the requisite allegorical 
topless woman (representing Vision) and 
an ironworker (Labor). Ericsson sits below 
them, deep in thought. Independence 
Avenue and Ohio Drive SW. 


D.C. War Memorial 

Unlike its neighbors, the most underrated 
(and understated) monument on the Na- 
tional Mall isn’t national. The 1931-dedi- 
cated D.C. War Memorial honors the 
26,000 individuals from D.C. who fought 
in the “Great War,” and the names of 499 
Washingtonians who died in the conflict 
are carved into its base. 
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Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
Memorial 

You don’t have to crane your neck to 
appreciate FDR's memorial, which honors 
the 32nd president on a human scale — 
four outdoor rooms, each dedicated to 
one of his terms in office. The “Cherry 
Tree Rebellion” (see Jefferson Memorial, 
page 17) took place under his watch. As 
did a cherry-blossom tragedy: Vandals cut 
down four trees following the attack on 
Pearl Harbor. For the rest of World War Il, 
officials referred to the trees as “Oriental” 
instead of “Japanese.” Nps.gov/frde. 


First Airmail Flight Marker 
This plaque on a rock commemorates the 
launch of America’s first regular airmail 
service, At this spot in 1918, one of four 
planes on the Philadelphia/New York/D.C. 
route took off to great fanfare. Technical 
difficulties meant the pilot ended up 
making an emergency landing in Waldorf, 
Md. The plaque doesn’t mention that.

Japanese Pagoda 

Like an Ikea product from hell, 

the 3,800-pound granite pagoda 
arrived in 1957 in five crates with no 
assembly instructions. Library of 
Congress researchers helped put 

it together, and it was dedicated a 
year later. The maybe-13th-century 
temple was a personal gift from the 
mayor of Yokohama, Japan, to former 
D.C. Commissioner Renah Camalier, 
who, perhaps having no room in his 
yard, bestowed it on the District. 


George Mason Memorial 
This overlooked Founding Father 
wouldn't sign the U.S. Constitution 
because it didn’t abolish slavery and 
favored the federal government over 
the individual. George Washington 
dumped him as a friend after that. 
Mason was vindicated when the BILL 
of Rights, inspired by Mason's own 
Virginia Declaration of Rights, was 
ratified in 1791. The statue of him in 
East Potomac Park looks pleased, 
relaxed and a little smug.

Kutz Memorial Bridge 
As D.C.’s engineer commissioner, 
Charles Kutz led the initiative that 
zoned Washington in 1920, thus 
preventing the construction of 
hideous office buildings in picturesque 
neighborhoods. Contemplate his 
foresight on his namesake bridge.

Thomas Jefferson Memorial 

Every cherry-blossom season, T.J.’s temple becomes the principal photo- 
bomber of countless flowery family portraits. Semi-related fact: Construction 
on the memorial began in November 1938, inciting the “Cherry Tree Rebellion.” 
Protesters chained themselves to trees they thought (wrongly) would be killed 
and refilled holes where trees were to be transplanted. Nps.gov/thje. 


Indicator Tree 

This mysterious cherry tree of 
unknown breed reliably blooms seven 
to 10 days before the rest of the Tidal 
Basin busts out in pink. Look for it 
growing very close to a holly tree, 
near the Outlet Bridge. 


Floral Library 

The name is misleading, as 
“borrowing” flowers from the National 
Park Service is a major gardening 
faux pas. April brings tulips to the 92 
flower beds; when the tulips bite it, 
annuals like daffodils and hyacinths 
take over being-pretty duties. 


Commodore 

John Paul Jones Statue 
Revolutionary War badass Jones — aka 
“the guy who said ‘I have not yet begun 
to fight!’”"— got this statue in 1912. 

It sports military symbols, a relief of 
J.P.J. hoisting a U.S. flag, and some 
dolphins. We forgot to put poor Jones 
onthe map! Find him at Independence 
Avenue and 17th Street SW.

Cuban Friendship Urn 
Remember “remember the Maine!”? 
The U.S. battleship blew up in Havana, 
Cuba, in 1898, sparking — at least in 
part — the Spanish-American War. 
(It's not known for sure whether Spain 
was the culprit.) The war resulted in 
Cuba's freedom from Spain, which 

led to the 1928 gifting of the urn. 
Removed during construction in the 
'40s, the urn somehow got Lost. It was 
found, and reinstalled near the Tidal 
Basin, in the late '90s. Though Cuba 
and the U.S. are no Longer BFFs, if you 
don't attempt to conduct trade with 
the urn, your visit should go fine.

Return to 
Leasing 


With homes in demand, 
some owners are going 
back to the rental market 


Six years after buying his condo in Cleve- 
land Park, Brian Long has found himself 
back in once-familiar territory: scouring 
Craigslist.org’s apartment listings. 

“Tm planning to sell my place and then 
rent,” the political consultant says. 

Is this the real-estate equivalent of a 
mid-life crisis — trading in the old ball 
and chain for something with less commit- 
ment? While the move may seem unusual, 
it’s becoming more common for buyers to 
go back to renting, at least temporarily. 

Inventory of condos and homes is low, 
down 40 percent from two years ago. In 
this market, an owner could sell in a few 
days, but it could take them months to find 
a new place, says Tyler Jeffrey, a Realtor 
at Beasley Real Estate (Beasleyre.com). 

Because housing choices are so limited,

“If I’m a buyer, I’m kind of starting 
off behind the eight ball,” he says. 
With demand for housing in 
the D.C. area so high, many own- 
ers are selling their homes quickly 
for a higher price and hope to pay 
less later when there is more new 
housing to meet demand. 

In between, they rent for a few 
months — or even a year — while 
they search for their next home 
and wait for prices to come down, 
Jeffrey says. 

“If you are a seller and you're OK 
with renting, this is a really good 
time to sell your property,” he says.

tant. “So it made sense to rent the 
last two-and-a-half to three years.” 

Ansah has since had difficulty 
selling his townhouse, which he 
now realizes was probably a bad 
buy.

“T like the concierge service,” 
he says.

cy agreement.” It’s better known as 
a “rent back” clause. This option 
allows the seller to basically pay 
rent to the new owners to stay in 
the house until a specific date. 
It’s becoming more common, says 
Gerard DiRuggiero, a broker at 
UrbanLand Company (Urbanland 
company.com). 

“Tt was written into the clos- 
ing papers. You negotiate it with 
the new buyers,” says advertising 
account executive Kathy Siciliano, 
58, who sold her studio in North- 
west D.C. recently and rented it 


back for a month before moving. 

Generally, an owner will rent 
back for up to two months, but lon- 
ger terms are possible, says Andres 
Delgado, a real-estate agent with 
Keller Williams (Kw.com). 

While new homes are being 
built again, DiRuggiero says, “it’s 
going to be hard for buyers for the 
next couple of years.” 

In this market, it’s a great time 
for sellers to take advantage of easy 
sales and put off becoming buy- 
ers again for as long as possible.

Some Leases Keep It Short 


Short-term rentals offer options if 
you're not ready to commit to a new 
home or neighborhood yet. After po- 
litical consultant Brian Long sells his 
condo in Cleveland Park, he hopes to 
find a short-term or month-to-month 
furnished rental in Logan Circle and 
put his stuff in storage until he finds 
the perfect new condo. 

“| don’t want to sign a year-long 
lease,” Long says. 

There are a growing number of 
shorter-term rental options in new 
apartment buildings, but these come 
at a premium, says Gerard DiRug- 
giero, broker and managing member 
at UrbanLand Company. At The Lex- 
ington at Market Square (400 Eighth 
St., NW; 202-347-6161, Tinyurl.com/ 
buk6nhs) in Penn Quarter, for exam- 
ple, a three- to five-month lease is an

A short-term 
studio apartment from Attache can 
cost upward of $2,500 per month. 

Rather than swallowing the 
higher cost of short-term rentals, 
Tyler Jeffrey, a Realtor at Beasley 
Real Estate, recommends sellers 
sign a year-long lease and factor 
the cost of potentially breaking that 
lease into negotiations with the new 
buyers. After all, it could take a few 
months to find your next home, or 
longer than a year.

Showtime 
In Naptown 


Wanna start your own film festival? It’s not as easy as just showing a bunch of movies, that’s for 
sure. § The first Annapolis Film Festival, which began Thursday and runs through the weekend, is 
showcasing 96 films, most of which have not found wide distribution. Festival co-founders Patti White 
and Lee Anderson (partners at Filmsters, a production company in Annapolis) let us in on what it takes 
to throw one of the biggest parties Naptown has ever seen. kristen pace-Kirey (EXPRESS) 


Step 1: Location, Location, 
Location 

“T think [Annapolis] wanted a festival 
without even knowing they wanted it,” 
White says. To make it local-friendly 
(and feasible in a city where parking 
is often at a premium), White and 
Anderson situated the festival entirely 
within Annapolis’ walkable arts district. 
“There’s a festive environment when 
you're walking,” Anderson says, “when 
you can ask people, ‘Hey, what did you 
just see? Let’s have some dinner right 
here and see the next one together. It’s 
different if it’s spread out.” 


Step 2: Amass an Army 

The festival is all-volunteer, with 
hundreds of people working — for free 
— to make it happen. And these aren’t 
grunts: “We have graphic designers, 
filmmakers, event planners who do this 
for a living,” White says. “The quality 
and skill level is just extraordinary.”

As for locals, she says, “We want people 
to say, ‘We have to go to this! This is 
the hottest thing this year!’” Anderson 
breaks in: “Not this year.

Carnage Wreck 


I was born in Texas, but D.C. is home. I moved here 
just before second grade and, except for college 

an hour away and my two years in Chicago, I have 
lived in the area ever since. Maybe that’s why I took 
it so hard when “Olympus Has Fallen,” out Friday, 


gleefully destroyed the city. 


Or maybe I nearly walked out because the film 
took the killing of extras to new heights, thanks to 
suicide bombers, machine-gun-bearing airplanes and 
tumbling pieces of the Washington Monument. Or 
maybe I was angry because the last time a terrorist 
attack hit my city, I was teaching in a classroom 
10 miles away, watching it with 25 10th-graders 
I was supposed to reassure. 

Movies that explore violence — and there are great 
ones, some of which are staggeringly gory — are one 
thing. It’s something else altogether to be expected to 
sit passively by (or, worse, encouraged to cheer) while 
watching images of human beings as they get their 
heads blown off, get knives jabbed into their skulls, or 
get beaten bloody, without missing a bite of our popcorn. 

We have enough pointless violence, enough 6-year- 
olds with bullet wounds, enough soldiers going from 
alive to dead with one loud bang, enough news stories 
about people diving for cover as automatic-weapons 
fire rips through a crowd. “Olympus Has Fallen” is 
a morally reprehensible film that brings nothing to 
the table except a staggering body count. It doesn’t 
examine violence in any way, and there is nothing 
innovative or intriguing about it. 

If you were here the last time terrified people came 
streaming out of the White House, you’ve seen this 
horror show before. No one needs to see it again.

“Admission” — which stars come- 
dians Tina Fey and Paul Rudd but 
is not exactly a “Tina Fey and Paul 
Rudd comedy” — may never find its 
true audience. It’s a classic example 
of the cinematic underachiever: a 
movie with a good head on its shoul- 
ders and a sweet heart, but with an 
inconsistent report card. 

There’s a high school senior with 
the same problem at the center of 
this off-kilter charmer. That’s Jere- 
miah Balakian (Nat Wolff), a bril- 
liant oddball with a lousy GPA who 
got stellar scores on his SAT and AP 
exams. Rudd plays Jeremiah’s prin- 
cipal, John Pressman, a free spirit 
who’s so determined to get his misfit 
star pupil into a good school that he 
calls up old college classmate Por- 
tia Nathan (Fey), a Princeton Uni- 
versity admissions officer. 

John also has discovered — or 
believes he has — a familial connec- 
tion between Portia and Jeremiah, 
an adoptee who is the same age as 
the child Portia gave up for adop- 
tion when she was an undergrad- 


uate. Believing that she is Jeremi- 
ah’s birth mother, Portia’s maternal 
instinct suddenly kicks in. 

That complicates her job, which 
depends on Portia’s ability to accept 
or reject an applicant based on quan- 
tifiable academic suitability. 

We should mention that “Admis- 
sion” is not especially funny 

On the one hand, it looks like 
a satire of academia. On the other

“Spring Breakers” isn’t dead- 
ly dull despite all the nudity and 
violence, but because of it. Korine 
quickly runs out of ideas and starts 
recycling almost immediately. The 
sound effect ofa pistol’s slide being 
racked is utilized so frequently that 
it starts to lose all power. Like Alien’s 
mantra, other lines of dialogue are 
repeated, with slight variations. 

Good luck distinguishing any 
one of the four female leads from 
any other. Aside from Selena Gomez, 
who plays a semi-devout Christian 
named Faith, there is no discern- 
ible difference between the charac- 
ters portrayed by Vanessa Hudgens, 
Ashley Benson or Rachel Korine (the 
director’s wife).

Brazilian-born director Walter 
Salles made his name in the U.S. 
with 2004’s “The Motorcycle Dia- 
ries,” based on Che Guevara’s two- 
wheeled road trip through South 
America. Salles has hit the road 
again with “On the Road,” his adap- 
tation of Jack Ker- 
ouac’s 1957 novel 
that defined the 
Beat Generation. 

The film, open- 
ing at Landmark 
E Street Cinema 
on Friday, follows 
three friends as 
they careen across the country, often 
naked or high or both. 

The book had long been con- 
sidered unfilmable; Salles, though, 
embraced Kerouac’s chaotic, non- 
linear style and carried it into the 
movie. It’s difficult to tell how much 
time passes — one minute it’s swel-

tering, the next it’s winter. Charac- 
ters drift in without much intro- 
duction and depart without any 
farewell. “The way the film is con- 
structed tries to do justice to the 
jazz and bebop that influenced Ker- 
ouac,” Salles says. 

The music of the time and the 
culture that surrounded it are front 
and center in one of the film’s most

The title of South Korean direc- 
tor Park Hoon-jung’s latest movie, 
“New World,” derives from the 
name of an undercover police oper- 
ation.

Did you have a creative 
upbringing?

It didn’t occur 
to me till much later that they were 
in creative industries. I just thought 
they went to work every day! 


Alot of your dresses have 
vintage silhouettes. 

These are dresses that would have 
been very commonplace in the 50s. 


I like that proper structure for a 
dress. I grew up in the 90s when 
full skirts and structured bodices 
were not the trend, so I got a lot of 
my clothes from vintage stores. I 
got used to dresses that made me 
feel pretty. 


Where do you imagine clients are 
wearing your dresses? 

None of my designs are too ris- 
que. I’ll wear one to meet the girls 
for coffee, but I realize most peo- 
ple don’t do that. I know a lot of 
girls in New York and Los Angeles 
who are wearing them on a pretty 
regular basis to everyday events.

also have some clients who wear 
them as their wedding gowns or 
reception dresses. I think there’s 
a broad range. 


Can you elaborate on your com- 
mitment to fair practices? 

There are a lot of things about fac- 
tory production that are not quite 
right, so I decided to produce every- 
thing in the U.S. It’s wildly more 
costly, but it gives you the avail- 
ability to walk into the factory at 
any time and make sure everything 
is how it should be. Employees are 
paid fairly and the quality is better. 


Sustainability is another thing 
you focus on. 

Producing in the U.S. is the big- 
gest thing you can do to make 
your brand less harmful to the 
environment. We’re not 100 per- 
cent eco, but I feel there are a lot of 
things you can do now that don’t 
change the design. The lining feels 
like any other fabric and is just as 
durable, but it’s made from recy- 
cled materials. 


What makes your dresses a good 
fit for D.C. women? 

My designs are made to go from 
day to night, which I think is a D.C. 
thing. A lot of them have sleeves 
or a raised neckline you can wear 
to the office, but they still have 
some beading and details that 
make them appropriate to go out 
after work. My dresses do well 
in cities, but I think D.C. in par- 
ticular jumped on that trend.

Bo Helen Mirren and Al Pac- 

ino should be announced 
with a boxing poster: British under- 
statement meets American operat- 
ic. It’s a bout, or rather, a movie you 
just can’t miss. 

Everything about the first 15 
minutes of HBO’s David Mamet- 
penned “Phil Spector” is deliberate- 
ly procedural. Lawyer Linda Ken- 
ney Baden (Mirren) arrives at the 
unremarkable law office of noto- 
rious lawyer Bruce Cutler (Jeffrey 
Tambor), hired by legendary music 
producer Phil Spector (Pacino, don- 
ning many ridiculous wigs) precise- 
ly because Cutler was the man who 
got mobster John Gotti acquitted. 

And Spector needs the best law- 
yer he can get after Lana Clarkson, 
a former actress, is found dead of

a gunshot wound in his mansion. 
The mechanics of the legal pro- 
cedural vanish when Baden arrives, 
alone, at Spector’s “castle.” Spector 
emerges from the shadows to greet 
his guest with a long harangue 
about the making of the 1968 Dion 
single “Abraham, Martin and John.” 
The next 15 minutes belong almost 
exclusively to Pacino/Spector and 
his extended rants, often with lit- 
tle or nothing to do with his case.
